As examples of this priceless gift 
consider, let us say. the following five 
canvases now at the High Museum: 
General James Robb, Dr. Fred At- 
kinson, Dr. Gustavus Eisen, Miss 
Anne Mallett and Fahim Kouchakji. 
It would be difficult to find a greater | 
diversity of types than is illustrated | 
in this quintet of sitters, each one, 
so much of a personality, that we 
immediately want to know more about 
them. The spectator senses some- 
thing interesting, something vital in 
each of these human beings; he is 
not so much struck by beauty in the 
woman—though it is there—or by the 
equivalent quality in the men. Rath- 
er, he is tantalized by character and 
by the suggestion of things lived 
through. experiences, both actual and 
Spiritual, which seem to challenge him 
(in these canvases. 

Finds Essential Entity. 

Just as a great story-writer like, 
let us say, Thomas Hardy, gets at the | 
\real man or woman underneath lay- | 
ers of reserve, or pride or common- 


trait painter, such as Wilford Conrow, | 
finds the essential entity in the sub- | 
ject at first glance and brings it out | 
with sincerity, tact, kindliness and | 
charm. Take the portrait of General | 
Robb, which was done in only six sit- | 
tings. Here, apparently, is a rather | 
dour Scotchman who might on occa- | 
sion be gruff and summary—a bit of | 
a martinet, one might Say at casual 
glance. Yet there is more than that. | 
We sense in the portrait a man of | 
absolute trustworthiness, firm as the 
rock in front of which he stands, equal |

of Fahim Kouchakji, the distinguished | 
art connoisseur, who stands with gra- | 
cious intentness by the side of an ex- 
quisite antique vase, dug out of the 
banks of the Tigris. Here is a man | 
the reverse of General Robb—a man | 
to whom beauty means more than any- | 
thing else, to whom an antique cul- | 
ture speaks far more eloquently than | 
the rushing life of the present. Note, 
the suavity of the treatment, the deli- 
cate half-tints, the delightful pattern 
of the composition. | 
to the rugged, challenging military 
set, against a russet and purple boul- | 
der. 


Portrait of Atkinson. | 

Next, turn to that superb portrait | 
lof Dr. Fred Atkinson, once president | 
‘of the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute 
and the man most responsible for the 
development of that great institution 
into what it now is. Dr. Atkinson | 
is clothed in his handsome university 
eown of black silk and blue velvet | 
(a fabric could not be more effective- | 
ly painted than this) and seated in a | 
wide armchair of concrete, against a | 
richly colored but indefinite landscape, | 
suggestive of the primitive 
country where Dr. 
living—a background especially suited 
to the engineer, the man who goes | 
out to conquer enchanted lands. Dr. | 
Atkinson is a magnificent man, 6) 
foot 5 in height. with a grandly sculp- 
tured head. Yet back of that strongly 
modeled facial contour is a_refine- 
ment, a resignation, a patience which 
suffering brings. For this splendid , 
specimen of manhood is now making 
a fight for health in the west. 

Turn now to the exquisite piece of 
work which is Miss Mallett’s por- 
trait. Against a luminous water- 
creen background is painted’ with 
charming feeling a slender, distin- 
guished figure in lavender, a face. of 
keen intelligence and retined beauty— 
a lady in “the true sense, ‘one ‘rho 
stands for the noblest, finest ideals 
—a bit old-fashioned as lilacs and 
rosemary are old-fashioned. As a 
composition, pure and simple, this

He was 
as gentle as a woman in life, 
modest and pure as a virgin in 
thought, watchful as na Roman 
Vestal in duty, submissive to Jaw 
as Socrates, and grand in battle 
as Achilles! 


The splendor of that character- 
portrait is its truth and justice. 
The righteous everywhere accept it 
and associate their own judgments 
with it. It is well, then, today to 
recall at least to the present genera- 
tion in his beloved south these 
Precious principles of personal con- 
secration and civic obligation.

The bill introduced by Senator 


Myrick in which provisions are

WHY ARE CUSPIDORS

LONDON, Jan. 18.—(A)—Joy over 
settlement of the South Wales coal 
strike was mixed with gloom tonight 
over a shutdown in the cotton indus- 
try affecting 250,000 weavers. 

A lockout was declared yesterday at 
Lancashire by the employers follow- 
ing a strike in the Burnley area 
against a system of having each weav- 
er tend more looms than customary. 


Most of the employes affected are 
women and girls. No immediate set-' 
tlement of the dispute was indicated | 
and grave fears were entertained that 
the whole cotton industry employing

General Staff Ready for War 
Any Hour Under New System 


BY REX COLLIER. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.— 
(NANA)—The general staff of the | 


army, developed to a high degree of | 
efficiency as a result of World War | 
| experience, is prepared to carry on 
/ warfare at a moment’s notice. 

Conditions today, under plans of the | 
general staff. are in sharp contrast 
to those existing at the time of Ameri- 
ca’s entry in the war. as detailed by | 
General Pershing in his war story. 

General Pershing relates his aston- | 
ishment at learning that “so little had — 
been done (in making plans for war) 
when there were so many things that 
might have been done long before,” | 
and condemns the “lack of foresight | 
on the part of the general staff” in | 
failing to take advance action. 

Today the war department has a | 
staff organization that has been re-| 
ferred to by officials as a “model of |” 
efficiency, alert to its grave respon- | 
sibilities and prepared to cope with 
any emergency.” 

The national defense act imposes 
on the general staff the important | 
‘duty of preparing plans for the mobi- 
lization of men and material in time 
of war or other national emergency. 
If there should be another war, the 
general staff will not have to await | 
the formulation of definite plans for 
raising a combatant force and for. 
equipping it. | 

Plans Ready. 

Those plans already are in exist-| 
ence, They have been made so elastic | 
that they can meet any exigency. The 
framework of any army composed of. 
regulars, national guardsmen and re- | 
serves already is established. 

It would be possible to send into’ 
the field almost overnight a force of 
nearly half a million men, fairly well 
trained and equipped, officials declare. | 
Plans for the organization of addition- ' 
al forces are comprehensive. 

The corps area system, established 
since the World War, creates a mech- | 
prompt mobilization of | 
forces, General Summe.all, in his final | 
report to the war department, pointed 
out that “lack of territorial organiza- 
tion was one of the most serious de-| 
fiencies in our military administration 
during the World War.” 

“The then existing territorial de- 
partments,” General Summerall said, 
“had not been organized with a view 
to serving as the operating agencies 
for carrying out a general mobiliza- | 
tion. Time’ was not available for) 
creating an effective territorial organi- 
zation, and the urgency of the situa- 
tion made it necessary to centralize 
the administration of mobilization, | 
training and supply in the war de- 
partment. 

Many Difficulties.

and fed it to Folder, who had drawn the opposing guard out 


of the way by pretending to be looking at a balloon overhead. 
FOR A GOOD REASON. 

There is a reason for all this. The best minds of 
the press do not know a blessed thing about basketball. 
They are innocent of the trickery, the strategy or the 
malice aforethought that is supposed to be in the game. 
They keep a sharp lookout to get the number on the 

Jack of the man who shoots the basket. That is the 
limit of their experting. 


WATCH FOR HIM. 


Now I do not promise that there never will be experting on | 
This utopian state of affairs cannot go on forever. | 


basketball. 
Some day there will spring up in our midst a basket- 

ball expert who will tell you all about the five-man de- 
fense and the 2-3 attack and the Meanwell system. The 
urge to expert is too insistent to be resisted long. Some 
sports writer will weaken sooner or later. : 

So enjoy reading your basketball now. It is a great sport 


because advantage can change and frequently does in an in-| 


credibly short space of time. And anybody can follow the 


game as long as they keep a scoreboard working. 


A PROMISE. 

As far as the conductor of this column is concerned, 
he would be utterly confounded by the game if it were 
not for the scoreboard and a student manager at his el- 
bow to help check on the number of the bird who shoots 
the basket. This department may expert on football, 
baseball and boxing but in basketball we promise to be 
just a reporter forever. 


FOOTBALL COACHES HOLD MONOPOLY. 
Now there ARE experts in basketball. 


Absolutely. 

Fortunately none of them is writing for the papers, 
Basketball coaches, naturally, are experts, but they 

do not talk much about the game—except possibly 


among themselves. 


But there is a coterie of basketball experts that convenes | 


on the side of every court where a major basketball game is in 
_progress and expert heavily and earnestly on the game. 
These are football coaches. 
Football coaches form the first flight of basketball 
experts. 

They can and do out-expert the basketball coaches. I know, 
for I have listened to them by the hour. If you insist on expert 
basketball comment, sit near a group of football coaches during 
a game. 

Offhand I nominate Harry Mehre of Georgia, Frank Thomas 
of Alabama and W. A. Alexander of Georgia Tech as three of 
the leading experts in this section. 


EXPERTING ON GEORGIA. 


Through listening to experts | can pass on a little second- | 
hand information on this Georgia basketball team that just now | 


is speeding along at the head of the conference parade.
